permitting access to the electronic information only when it is judged that the two version 
numbers coincide; and 

updating the version number held in the table, when the contents of the electronic 
information have been updated.

version number holding means (a table) and one appended to a filename (appellation) that is 
distributed to users for subsequent access attempts. The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the comparison of these specific types of version numbers for the purpose of preventing 
access to the information when the version numbers do not match, in the context of the version 
number updating scheme recited in the independent claims.
